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Applicant offers the following comments in response to the Examiner's Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance set forth on page 2 of the January 9, 2006 Notice of Allowability in the 
above-captioned Application. 

First, the Examiner indicates that the claims are allowable in view of Applicant's 
arguments in lines 12-16 on page 15 of the Appeal Brief. Applicant agrees that the claims are 
allowable for at least this reason. 

However, the Examiner also alleges that "[t]he 'false' clause, by definition, is in the form 
'WHERE 1 = - V as specified" in the specifications and remarks. Applicant disagrees with the 
Examiner to the extent that he is attempting to limit the scope of the claims to any particular false 
clause, such as the "WHERE 1 = -1" false clause indicated in the exemplary embodiment of the 
invention. As specifically indicated on p. 10 of the Application and p. 14 of the January 21, 
2005 Amendment, the "WHERE 1 = -1" false clause is only an example of the "false clause" 
recited in the allowed claims. Clearly, any internally false clause would function as the recited 
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"false clause," and the allowable claims of 
clauses.
